SUPERSTRUCTURE DAMAGED. 


“The ss, “Haiten” Fat inte? ‘port 
this morning after receiving a bad 
battering from s typhoon. The vessel’ 
wason s voyage from Hoihow and 
Haiphong s:d on’ Thureday} as 
ran into very severe weather.
